THEIR SALARY.—A case of partic- 
ular mteerst to members of legisla 
ttire appears jn State ex rel. Olson vs 
Scott, 117 Northwestern

principal question is 


whether a law increasing the salaries 
of members of a legslature disquali- 
fies those members from being eligi- 
ble as candidates to succeed them- 
selves. The Minnesota Const, art 4, 
par. n. declares that no senator or 
representative shall during bis term 
bold any office, under the authority 
of the finitcd States or the state, ex" 
cept that of postmaster, nor any of- 
fice tinder the state which has been 
created, or the emoluments of which 
have been increased, during the ses- 
sion of the legislature of which ho 
was a member, until one year after 
the expiration of his term of offee. 
Section 7 provides that compensation 
of senators and representatves may 
be pivscribeid by law, but no increase 
shnll be prescribed which shall take 
effect during the period for. which 
the members of the exlstng house 
may have been elected. Construing 
these provisions the supreme court 
of Minnesota finds no difficulty in 
declaring , that the legislature may 
increase the compensation 
of 
Its 


members at any time,,, with the sin- 
gle exception that the increase can- 
not take effect during the session. 
The members of any legislature may 
increase their compensation to take 
effect at the succeeding session.
